For the past. 2j years, em­ 

phasis has been pi a cod on 
education, training and avo­ 
cation outlets in our prison 
programs. Progress has been 
notable, as was indicated at 
our recent graduation exer­ 
cises when 2\\ men and eight 
women received high school 
diplomas, and five women 
graduated from grade school. 
However, we have discover­ 
ed that supplying needs in 
these areas is not sufficient 
to insure the individual will 
not return. He or she. must 
be taught how to apply these 
skills and otherwise retain 
identity with the commu­ 
nity.

Consequently, the Self- 
Improvement (Iroup pro­ 
gram, usually referred to as 
SIC, started at Terminal 
Island in May of this year. 
S1G is designed to bridge 
the gap between the institu­ 
tion and the "free" commu­ 
nity. We enlist the aid of in­ 
terested, public-spirited peo­ 
ple by inviting them into 
the institution as members 
of panels to discuss subject 
matter and share experi­ 
ences with these inmates in 
attendance at the meeting. 
Topics for discussion are 
chosen by the inmates, and 
meetings are open to the 
general population, with in­ 
formality setting the tone. 
Discussion periods permit, 
stimulate, and encourage ex­ 
change of thoughts and 
ideas. Thus, identity and ac­ 
ceptance of the inmate by 
the community is encou­ 
raged, other institution pro­ 
grams are enhanced, and. 
finally, the inmates in at­ 
tendance benefit from the 
subject matter.

Because SKI is a com para, 
lively new concept in peno­ 
logy, we invite you and your 
representatives to attend. 
Meetings are held from 10 
a.m. to noon, each Saturday. 
o»ie week in the men's divi­ 
sion, the next in the wom­ 
en's division. Subjects vary

Our freedom, pros­ 
perity, and stature as a 
world power are attestations 
to their far-reaching efforts. 
We should rededicate our­ 
selves to the constant sup­ 
port and eternal preserva­ 
tion of the self - evident 
truths which were so dear to 
them.

l ! nfortunatelv. in some 
circles today the apologetic 
approach to patriotism is be­ 
coming fashionable. The 
faith and principles which 
withstood the ravages of 
wars, subversion and crime 
over the years are almost 
passe. Any exhibitions of 
national pride and reverence 
for the American flag are 
merely by rote. The burning 
x.eal of patriotism which was 
in the hearts of the Men of 
'7fi in many instances has 
turned to selfishness, apa­ 
thy, and indulgence.

To my mind, this is a 
dangerous trend. It is a de­ 
parture from the ideals 
which typify the American 
way of life, and it is a grie­ 
vous example for our im­ 
pressionable youth. The 
seeds of doubt, germinate 
quickly in their fertile 
minds. Recently, one preco­ 
cious high school editor i;s 
said to have proclaimed that 
"patriotism has outlived Us 
usefulness" and that to be 
patriotic in our time "is to- 
be a blindly stupid human 
being." God forbid that such 
misguided observations 
should reflect the reasoning 
of any sizeable segment of 
our youth.

There was no diluted pa­ 
triotism at Independence 
Hall; nor were there any 
combat "turncoats".at Val­ 
ley Forge. These are latter- 
da v by-products of decadent 
thinking. They represent a 
compromise of the moral 
and spiritual issues so vital 
to our survival. There can 
be no compromise where the 
cause of freedom is concern­ 
ed.

Our history is replete with 
the names of patriots who 
paid the supreme sacrifice 
in winning and protecting 
our priceless heritage. These 
were men of action — men 
whose extraordinary deeds 
bespoke their belief in a Na­ 
tion conceived in liberty and 
dedicated to the equality of 
all men. Today, perhaps as 
never before. .America has 
need for doers of extraordi­ 
nary deeds, men and women 
with the moral strength and 
courage of our fore fathers. 
The smoldering embers of 
patriotism should be fanned 
into a flaming spirit of loy­ 
alty so that the whole world 
will know Americans utill 
stand, fight and die for the 
dignity of man.
